the United States. Every hive yields 
on au average a little over twenty- 
two pounds of honey. The average 
price at which honey is sold is twen- 
ty-five cents n pound; so that after 
paying their own board the boes pre- 
sent us with n revenue of $8,800,1)00. 
To reckon it another way, they make 
.1 clear gift of over n pound of pure 
honey to every man, woman and 
child in the vast domain of the Uni- 
ted States. Over twenty-three and 
one-third million pounds of wax are 
made and given to us by these indus- 
, trious workers. The keeping of bees 
I in one of the most profitable invest- 
* meuts that onr people can make of 
their money. 
The profits arising 


from the sale of surplus honey aver- 
ages from fifty to two hundred per 
cent, on the capital invented.

On the 27th inst, the Constitution- 


ality of the so-called Local Option' 
law nill be tested in the Supreme 
Court. The question will come npi 
in the case of the People vs. W*rd. 
The defendant in the case was ar- 
rested and convicted of a violation of 
file law in Contra Cost* county, and 
sentenced to imprisonment in the 
county jail. He will he token before 
the Supreme Court upon a writ of 
habeas corpus and the validity of the 
law will then be definitely settled. 


In view of this early decision, we 


submit that it would not be oat of place 
for the County Court to set the trial 
of the parties indicted in this county 
for violations of this law, for some 
time after the 27th. 


The postponement will in no way 


interfere with the claims of justice ; 
but it may prevent a useless expendi- 
ture of money. If the !<iw be de- 
clared unconstitutional the treasury of 
the county will have already been de- 
pleted to the tnne of several hundred 
dollars, and it would seem that the 
interorta of the taxable portion of the 
community would be subserved by a 
few day's delay. 


Of course, if the Connty Judge 


be anxious to anticipate the decision 
of the- Supreme Conn by the opin- 
ion of the Connty Court of Alnmeda 
County, he may be able to do BO by 
forcing matters. In such an event, 
the opinion will be looked for with 
great interest, and it may perhaps be 
useful to the judges of. the Court of 
last resort, in arriving at a final de- 
cision upon the constitutionality of 
the law.

We also examined the office of the 


County Clerk, and find and report 
hat everything is in excellent shape 
nd the duties thereof well per 
onued. 


The Tax Collector's office is in 


;ood shape as to the performance of 
.uties and promptly attended. 
We have to thank and commend 
ach and all the officers whose offices 
•e have examined, for courtesy, 
kindness and willingness to aid UB in 
iur examinations. 


We find upon examination, of the 


inances of the county, comparing 
he present with the past, that the 
application of the Salary bill in lieu 
jf fees, results.in considerable saving 
o the county. 


Referring to our former commen- 


[fttion of what is known as the Foye 
ystein in strengthening buildings, 
with special reference to its use in 
he County Jail about to be erected 
or this county, upon further investi- 
gation of the subject matter, it be- 
lomes with us a matter of doubt 
whether the same mighi be employed 
without exceeding in cost the Legi«- 
ative appropriation, and we desire 
n no sense to be understood as giv- 
ing advice or countenance to any 
iroject to thus carry the cost of said 
imiidiugs beyond the appropriation: 
rat, on the contrary recommend that 
or no purpose should the Board oi 
Supervisors, or any one in authority, 
How the limit to be passed. 


We have examined the County Jail 


and find confined therein, thirteen 
male prisoners and one fem.ile_, all 
upon proper authority: the Jail is 
;ept in as c;ood condition as is possi- 
jle; the Committee find the cells 
damp and cold -but heard no com- 
plaints. 


The County Hospital we find kepi 
ianeat and clean condition; there 
are thirty-six patients, the employee; 
ore one steward, three male and one 
iemale nurse. 


We. heard no complaint from the 


patients and find no reasonable cause 
ior any such. We find the nost o: 
maintaining patients per day is abou' 
$1 15 per patient, for in patients 
only, this for six months ending July 
1, 1874, while the cost of 13 mouths 
prior to that time was one dollar anc 
iwclve cents per patient per day in 
eluding money expended for out pa 
tients, and we consider the cost o 
maintaining the indigent sick of th< 
county is considerably in excess o: 
what it should bo. 


In the matter of classification o: 


Supervisors terms, we find that the 
Board have not classified themselves 
as we think and are advised it i 
their duty to do so. We strongly 
urge that this duty be not longer de 
ferred, but that the Board do at once 
proceed, so the time for election do 
not pass without compliance. 


There having been many vague ru 


mors in regard to the letting the con 
tract for the Court House, we have 
to report that we have examine* 
ninny witnesses upon the subject 
and have come to the conclusion tha 
if ths meaning and intent of the con 
tract be strictly carried out, that th 
county will have a building that wil 
be an ornament and credit to itself 
andnlso that the cost of the sain 
will be reasonable and ju«t.
